Scientist 
Blueprints 
Mars Trip 


URBANA, IIl., Oct. 4 (P—An 
Army rocket expert described to- 
day how an expedition of 50 earth- 
men could spend 400 days explor- 
ing the planet Mars. 

In sober, scientific language, 
Wernher von Braun, German rock- 
et developer now with the U. S. 
Army, presented calculations for 
the expedition which he said would 
cost no more than “those for a 
minor military expedition extend- 
ing over a limited theater of war.’ 

In a slim book of 90 pages titled 
“The Mars Project’’ and published 
by the University of Illinois Press, 
he gave this blueprint: 

AIR ASSEMBLY 

Forty-nine ferry vessels pro- 
pelled by three-stage rockets 
would take parts, supplies, fuel 
and men to a point 1,075 miles 
above the earth. At that point they 
would freely circle the earth like 
a tiny moon while 10 space ships 
were assembled and readied for 
the big trip. 

A total of 950 flights over eight 
months time would be required to 
ferry sufficient supplies and fuel 
to the circling takeoff station. The 
ferry vessels would consume 500 
million dollars worth of fuel. 

The interplanetary rockets, al- 
ready circling at a breath-taking 
speed outside the drag of the 
earth's atmosphere, would need 
only 3'2 million dollars worth of 
fuel for the actual trip to Mars 
and back. 

ROCKET POWER BASE 

Von Braun’s calculations are 
based on use of rocket fuels now 
available since he doubts atomic 
power would be any cheaper for 
at least 25 years. 

Rocket power would swerve the 
space ships from their orbit 
around the earth into a long curve 
toward Mars. | 

The ride through space would 
take 260 days. At the end of their 
journey the space ships would take 
up another circling orbit around 
Mars. The explorers could reach 
Mars in “landing boats.’’ 

Von Braun supposes that three 
of the space ships would be de-. 
voted primarily to supplies and 
could be maintained with the ex- 
pedition. 

In an early book, ‘Space Medi- 
cine,’ published in 1951, Von 
Braun and five other experts dis- 
cussed the effect of interplanetary 
travel on the human body.

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Let’s Fool-Proot 
Loan Shark Laws 


Fulton Solicitor Paul Webb is prob- 
ably right in believing that only stop- 
gap legislation to curb loan sharks 
‘could be put together between now and 
the legislative session late this year. 
He is absolutely right in believing that 
something should be done to curb per- 
manently the growing evil that has in- 
fested most Georgia towns. 

Numerous laws have been passed in 
the past to curb the loan racket. 
Aided and abetted by sharp legal minds, 
those who would make their livings by 
exploiting the misfortunes of others 
have found loopholes. The “extras,” in- 
cluding extortion through exorbitant 
insurance. demands, service charges 
and various other subterfuges make it 
possible for most of them to maintain 
some appearance of legality while prac- 
ticing usury. 

Mr. Webb’s recommendation that 
stopgap measures include setting by 
law the maximum amount that could be 
charged for any reason on loans sounds 
rather complicated. However, some such 
drastic action is warranted. 

Certainly there should be a licensing 
agency empowered to make investiga- 
tions of practices in the field. Banks 

nd other lending concerns have to meet 
standards set up by law and to face 
investigations to see that the laws are 
observed. Certainly borrowers are en- 
titled to the same protection under the 
law as are lenders. 

We are glad to know that Mr. Webb 
has assigned five men to full-time work 
on a number of reported cases of loan 
sharking that have been reported to his 
office. By all means let them conduct 
exhaustive investigations. Those who 
have been guilty of violating present 
laws should. be prosecuted and punished 
to the full extent of these laws. 

While waiting for “stopgap” legis- 
lation and more fool-proof regulations 
to end loan sharking, the least we can 
do is to enforce the laws we have. 

Apparently, that is the solicitor’s in- 
tent, for he has called a special grand 
jury session for next week to hear evi- 
dence in at least a dozen cases of alleged 
loan law violation. 

In its November session, the Legis- 
lature should undertake to write into 
Georgia law regulations that will make 
it impossible for unscrupulous men to 
victimize the unfortunate. That should 
be one of the major items of business 
of the’ coming session.

With Some Plain Facts 


Secretary of Defense Charles Wil- 
son’s optimistic report on progress of 
the United States defense program must 
be tempered with another from Civil 
Defense-Chief Val Peterson that Russia 
“has enough atomic bombs to destroy 
every major city.in the country.” 

Perhaps the greatest fault in admin- 
istration of the Defense department un- 
der Wilson to date has been its failure 
to properly explain to the people what 
it is trying to do. The secretary now 
shows signs he.has learned that you 
cannot run a government agency as you 
can*a private corporation. .- His every 
action and word is the business of all 
the people and they have a habit of ex- 
pressing themselves in no uncertain 
terms. They demand to know and have 
a right to know. 

Many of Wilson’s troubles to date 
have been a result of his failure to take 
the people into his confidence and to do 
a selling job on his program. 

Economies in the armed forces must 
be achieved through efficiency and 
elimination of waste and duplications. 
There is absolutely no way, in the face 
of the threats we face, to avoid building 


and keeping the security forces this 
country must have. No one knows 
which way we are heading, but the 
alternatives to failure in reaching 
agreement with the Communists are to 
remain so strong that no foe dares at- 
tack or we surrender.

We, 
should also recognize that as Ameri- 
cans we have the right and the duty 
both to expose the Communist idea for 
what it is and to advocate our own 
American idea in opposition to it.

We are 
convinced that if the two great ideas 
which appeal to the people of the world 
today—communism on the one side, 
freedom and justice on the other—come 
together in the open market place of 
public discussion there cannot be any 
question as to the outcome.”’

Levelings in Business 
Don’t Mean Recession 


Current leveling-off in business ac- 
tivity in.certain fields of industry 
should not be alarming. Top econo- 
mists describe the trends as normal 
“adjustments” instead of recession. 

It stands to reason that the biggest 
boom in the nation’s history would 
have to level off somewhere. It is bet- 
ter to have a gradual readjustment than 
to allow inventories, credit, and specu- 
lativ@ forces to continue to mount so 
that the inevitable “bust” would follow. 

Despite the current cutbacks, busi- 
ness activity will set new records for 
1953 in volume, employment, and 
profits. Total personal incomes will hit 
new peaks and the volume of savings 
and investments will equal any year in 
history. 

The picture is far from dark. Con- 
sidering the known factors in the econ- 
omy, the experts say 1954 will exceed 
any year in history except 1953. The 
adjustments to a different economic 
climate will continue with war-induced 
spurs losing some of their punch. 

It would be a mistake for us to 
assume that the years of boom and in- 
flation were normal. It would be an 
equally bad mistake to permit the eco- 
nomic pendulum to swing too far in 
the other direction. Present concern 
over the farm price situation is not so 
much about what is happening now, but 
what’s in the future. Most farm prod- 
ucts are still selling at or above parity 
—a normal situation. However, if prices 
continue to drop, the lowered purchas- 
ing power of a big segment of the popu- 
lation will be felt by the entire country. 

The difference between ‘“adjust- 
ment” and “recession” is a big one. The 
former is a necessity in any organized 
economy. At present there seems little 


justification for fears of the latter in, 


spite of the fact that business. people 
are having to work a little harder to 
get and keep customers.

For Clara Gordon 


Savannah's public market has been a 
unique fixture of the city for more than 
two centuries. Almost immediately after 
he ee his tent under two tall pines on 

ee Yamacraw Bluff, Gen. 
Oglethorpe laid out the 
new town around a se- 
ries of squares and set 
one aside for a market. 
There, at the same 
old stand, beneath the 
weathervane in the form 
of a fish, housewives 
and their cooks and 
butlers have been buy- 
ing meat, fish and vege- 

Se . tables for generations. 
They have been served by generations of 
Negro women, members of an ancient and 
honorable guild. 

Clara Gordon is one of these. Little, 
neat and with spectacles perched on the 
end of her nose, Clara has spent her life 
at the market. She is one of those who 
keeps a Stall there and makes a pleasant, 
if thin, living. 

She is down at 5 every morning from 
earliest spring until the last of November. 
When the cold comes, Clara stays home to 
warm her bones. The market, is a high- 
vaulted brick building and even in summer 
is. coolish. 

Clara buys vegetables from the truckers, 
She cleans them, shells the peas, and gen- 
erally gets them ready for the pot. Then 
she arranges them in colorful patterns on 
flat grass baskets that the boys from the 
sea islands bring in to sell. All day Clara 
sits beside her stall, coaxing customers in 
her gentle voice. 

“Yes ma’am, I'll wait on you,’ she 
croons to a wandering shopper. The shop- 
per is interested in Clara’s pigeon peas, but 
thinks the price is too high. Clara knocks 
off a nickel with a sad smile, but the shop- 
per moves to the next Stall. 

Clara had for sale shelled butterbeans 
and peas, okra, tomatoes, sweet and hot 
peppers, cabbage, sweet potatoes and white 
ones, and a big bundle of rabbit tobacco. 

The tobacco is for the fever. Roots, 
stalks and the dried flowers are made into 
atea. It is a steady selling item, but does 
not move as fast as in the past. 

Savannah's old market will be replaced 
by a parking area. The new market is 
strictly from Tom Linder, and is far from 
the center of town. It is modern and effi- 
cient, and no doubt will serve the best in- 
terests of the growers, truckers, and buyers 
for the supermarkets. But there is no 
place for Clara and her kind. 

“Some of the white ladies come in here, 
they fall out they so hurted about us going 
away,’’ mourned Clara. 

“Old womens can't get on a job. If we 
pays each week for our stall we not sitting 
up here on charity. We want to make a 
living for ourselves. 
living, but ain’t begging. 

“I’m willing to work for myself. If I 
can’t, somebody got me to feed. I ask for 
job, they say you 63 years Old, I’m sorry 
Clara, too old. Can’t sell on streets. Won't 
even provide a shed for us to sell under. 

‘‘When the market is in full bloom about 
20 of us people here, one man, rest of us 
womens.”’ 

Clara kept shelling butterbeans. A Sal- 
vation Army worker came up with copies 
of the War Cry. 

‘“‘Who you begging for, daughter?’”’ Clara 
asked, peering over her glasses. ‘Yes, I 
help you.’’ She reached in her purse and 
gave her some change. 

‘I’m going home for the winter,’’ Clara 
said. ‘‘When spring comes, now where I’m 
going? Guess the welfare will take care 
of me then.’’ 

She shook her head.

Gladstone Williams 
Why Did Dewey 
Snub High Court? 


Washington—Appointment of Gov. Earl 
Warren of California as Supreme Court 
Chief Justice has an interesting political 
sidelight bearing on the reported plans and 
aspirations of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York. What.the public generally does 

not know is that Dewey 

was felt out by a White 

House emissary on the 

vacancy ‘before it was 

given to Warren. 

Whether he was act- 

ually offered the ap- 

pointment is not known 

nor is it important. 

What is interesting and 

what may be signifi- 

cant is that he sent 

ae word back to the White 

House that he was not available for the 

chief justiceship, highest judicial office in 

the land—one that rates next to the pres- 
idency in prestige. 

So far as is known, no man in history 
has turned down an opportunity to be con- 
sidered for the highest post of authority 
in our judicial system. 

Now only 50, Dewey could have looked 
forward to years of service in an exalted 
position, with an adequate income to in- 
sure comfortable living amid dignified, if 
not somewhat cloistered, surroundings. 

It is safe to say most any other .man in 
the country, trained ,in the legal profes- 
sion, would have seize, at the opportunity, 
regardless of the extent of his private prac- 
tice. The late Charles Evans Hughes, for 
example, gave up one of the most lucra- 
tive law practices in the country to go back 
to the court as chief justice after having 
resigned an associate justiceship to be- 
come a candidate for president. 

The question, therefore, is why would 
Dewey bow himself out of a picture of 
such prominence after making the an- 
nouncemer* he did a few years ago that 
he would not be a candidate again for the 
presidency? Following his second defeat 
in 1948, he made the formal declaration 
that he was through with politics and 
would not seek the party nomination again. 

He did change his mind to the extent 
that he consented to run for a third term 
as governor after announcing earlier that 
he would retire at the end of his second 
term. Now he is reported to be planning 
to run for a fourth term next year.

New York City—It is not the least sur- 
prising to me that, as indicated in your Sept. 
23 editorial, ‘‘Free Enterprise Is for the 
Other Fellow,’’ you find the policies of the 
Association on Tariff in apparent conflict 
and circumscribed by self-interest. 

We do not take the position that the 
wool grower should “go hang,’’ as you put 
it. We recognize that, like ourselves, he 
is beset with many problems. Our con- 
tention is that under today’s circumstances 
increasing the duty on wool by the imposi- 
tion of a fee (or the restriction of the sup- 
ply of wool for domestic markets through 
the imposition of quotas) is not the solu- 
tion of the problem. 

On page 7 of the enclosed statement be- 
fore the Tariff Commission you will see 
we said: 

“The point we are making is that while 
we support the usefulness of tariffs in cer- 
tain circumstances, and*further recognize 
the complex problem currently confronting 
the wool grower, we believe that the pro- 
posed remedy, the imposition of import 
fees, even if it involves increases in the 
specific duty on manufactures. of wool, 
would be self-defeating. Better methods 
of protecting and encouraging wool produc- 
tion, as it is found in the national interest, 
must be devised.’’ 

May I commend to you the reading of 
this relatively brief statement with the hope 
it will help you arrive at a more sympa- 
thetic appreciation of our true position.

To this day, 
however, these studies and discussions 
have not been completed. 

Fact No. 9: Vice President Nixon fa- 
miliarized himself with all the facts con- 
cerning the resignation of Durkin and told 
the AFL convention that there had been 
a ‘‘misunderstanding.”’ 

Fact No. 10: Durkin favored the draft 
of the ‘‘message’”’ and wanted the admin- 
istration to approve all 19 of the proposed 
amendments but the leaders of the AFL 
and the CIO now say they repudiate these 
same proposals as inadequate and unsatis- 
factory.

Opened by New Book

A flower lover having a “green thumb” simply means that 
this person gives plants the loving care they need. 

This is expressed by William H. Clark, whose new book, 
“Plants in Pots’’ has just been released. Timely, indeed, for 
with cool weather here and cold weather just ahead, zardening 
indoors will require a good knowledge on the care of house plants 


regardless of the color of thumbs. 


The book is a handy, compact 
guide book, alphabetically ar- 
ranged for easy reference. Chap- 
ters as well as subjects listed 
provide the indoor gardener with 
all necessary information about 
house plants, including the type 
to use, the care and protection 
of plants from pests and dis- 
eases. 

There is a detailed chapter, 
most important, on the type con- 
tainers for household plants. 
There is also one on how to 
transplant, to propagate, to wa- 
ter and how to decorate.
